Purely local enterprises would be 
exempt, but major industries—such as 
steel, coal, automobiles, and textiles 
—which vitally affect the entire na- 
tion would be defined as part of inter- 
state commerce. An ingiv:idual firm 
could escape regulation oniy by prov- 
ing to the satisfaction of the com- 
mission and the courts that its busi- 
ness was predominantly intra-state. 

It was suggested that an existing 
agency, probably the Federal Trade 
Commission, might take over the new 
functions. 

While the new plan was designed to 
achieve some of the goals of the old 
NRA, it would differ sharply in many 
particulars. | 

There would be no exemptions from 
the anti-trust laws, for example, and 
no effort will be made to enforce “fair 
trade practices.” 

The program was characterized as 
an attempt to sei an “American labor 
standard,” which could not be broken 
by “chiselling’ competition, but to 
permit unrestricted competition above 
that level.

LONDON, Jan. 1.—(AP)—Brit- 
ish warships in Spanish waters were 
put on the alert tonight after a new 
marine incident involving a British 
ship while advices from Berlin in- 
dicated Nazi Germany still was re- 
luctant to cut off the flow of volun- 
teers to Spain. 

The British steamer Etrib, bound 
for Liverpool from Haifa, encoun-, 
tered Spanish Insurgent trawlers in 
the Straits of Gibraltar and was 
halted by a blank warning shot, 
naval officials said. 

Lloyd’s advices said the Etrib, 


‘was permitted to proceed after her ‘ 


master had refused to submit the 
ship’s papers to the commander of 
one of the trawlers. 

British men-o-war charged with 
protecting English shipping off the 
troubled coast of Spain were informed 
of the incident by the admiralty, al- 
though it was said no drastic repre- 
‘sentations were contemplated fer the 
time being.

SIR GRAFTON SMITH, 


SCIENTIST, PASSES 


Briton Noted for Investiga- 
tions of Remains of 


“Peking Man.” 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—(4)—Sir Graf- 
ton Elliott. Smith, noted anthropol- 
ogist, died here today. He was 65 
years old. 

Sir Grafton’s investigations of the 
remains of the «“Peking Man” 
much to bring his name before the 
public. 

He made a special trip to China 
for the investigations and announced 
the remains,found there represented 
a. more primitive type of man than 
the famous pithecarnthropus erectus, 
the Java man and the “Piltdown 
Man,” of England. 

He was formerly professor of an- | 
atomy in the University of London) 
and before that was professor of an- 
atomy in the University of Manches- 
ter and in the Egyptian School of 
Medicine in Cairo. 

He was knighted in 1934. 

Sir Grafton was a prize lecturer 
and was Herter lecturer in New York 
University and Harvey lecturer in 
Now York. 

He was the author of a number of 
works, which included: “The Ancient 
Egyptians,” 1911; “The Royal Mum- 
mies,’ 1912: “Migrations of Early 
Culture,” 1915; “Evolution of Drag- 
on.” 1919; “Tutankhamen,” 1/25: 
“Elephants and Ethnologiste,” 1924; 
“Egyptian Mummies,” 1924; “Human 
Nature,”’ 1927: “Conversion in Sei 
ence,” 1928; “The Evolution of Man,” 
1924; “Human History,” 1930; ‘The 
Search for Man’s Ancestors,” 1931;

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Those free-flowing State Depart- 
ment tears over the Cuse airplane incident came from 
only one eye. The other was dry and merry. 

The anguished side of the departmental face was presented publicly, 
because diplomats feared the effect abroad from shipping junked air- 
planes to the Spanish radical government. Expressions of grief were 
necessary to quiet expected howls from Mussolini and Hitler, who are 
shipping better planes to the other side. 

But a glimpse at the shadowed side of the official profile will dis- 
close that the Cuse case is not so bad. In fact, it is so good many sus- 
pect it was more than a case of Roosevelt luck that such a perfect build- 
up for the President’s coming neutrality fight with congress occurred 
within a few days before congress assembled.

cept himself, and perhaps the Spanish embassy. At the same time, he 
could not have demanded a license at a more opportune time from a 
White House standpoint, if the White House had arranged his coming. 
Furthermore, there are reasons for believing the powers-that-be could 
have squelched Mr. Cuse’s proposal without a word being published if 
they had chosen to use the whole weight of government threats. They 
did it several times in the last few months, successfully preventing other 
exporters from sending war materials to the opposing factions in Spain. 


TECHNIQUE The background on President Roosevelt’s present neu- 

trality difficulty is this: The hardest fight he had with 
congress last session was of this very same issue, and he lost. He then 
wanted complete administrative freedom to institute embargoes as he 
considered best in any situation that arose. Congressmen, leery of having 
the President ban their wheat or their cotton while they were not in 
session, insisted on what they called mandatory legislation. They wrote 
definite limits which restricted the President’s action, and they restricted 
him so much that he had to let little Mr. Cuse, whom nobody knows, 
ship reconditioned airplanes to the Spanish radicals against his own will, 
the will of congress and the world (outside Russia and Valencia). 

As one of Mr. Roosevelt’s legislative strategists remarked: “There is 
no better way in which Mr. Roosevelt could have told the congress now 
assembling to deal with neutrality, ‘I told you so.’”’ Likewise, there 
is also no better way in which the President could rally reluctant con- 
gressional support behind the new proposal which he will make, giving 
himself extensive freedom in dealing with neutrality embargoes. 


SUSCEPTIBILITY Neutrality is to be the big subject of discussion 


during coming weeks, but there is one phase 
which few will mention. Even the most enthusiastic neutrality legisla- 
tion proponents really doubt that legislation or executive action can be 
made effective. 

An intellectual European authority expresses the idea in these objec- 
tive words: 

“You Americans are a sentimental people. If a large nation attacks 
a smaller one, your sympathies will inevitably be with the smaller one. 
When the propaganda starts coming in about the little babies’ hands being 
cut off, you will want to come to the assistance of the Belgiums of the 
future. 

‘“‘Why, only a few years ago, you were dangerously near a war with 
Japan over China. Your interest in China is largely sentimental. Your 
economic interest there is certainly not important to you, nowhere as 
important as the British, Remember also that your Mr. Wilson was 
elected on a platform of keeping you out of war, and in less than a year 
you were in it. 

“Your historic attachment for the British was amazingly displayed re- 
cently in the interest of your people in King Edward’s abdication. 1 
would bet that you would never let the British empire lose a war.” 

The neutrality bill does not propose to handle either propaganda or 
sentiment, but these problems can be approached by skillful executive 
leadership and a wary and enlightened press. They will be.

‘Waltz King’ 
Honor for Strauss Planned 


Starting February 13, the day on 
which Strauss gave the first public 
performance of it, Vienna will hold a 
great celebration commemorating the 
seventieth anniversary of “The Blue 
Danube Waltz” and honoring its com- 
poser, Johann Strauss, known the 
world over as “The Waltz King.” 
The Johann Strauss society here is 

lanning a three-day festival to cele- 

rate the event, with a Strauss con- 
cert, a serenade, a ball and a torch- 
light procession, and throughout the 
year the musician and his famous 
waltz will be singled out for honor 
wherever light music is» played in 


Austria. 
Song Still Popular. 

Although. “The Blue Danube” is 
now 70 years old, it retains its popu- 
larity throughout the world, and here 
it is still called the city’s national 
anthem, for its gaiety and grace typify 
Vienna as well as any music that has 
ever been written. ear in and year 
out travelers hear it played in parks 
and public squares, in cafes and clubs, 
and year in and out they visit the 
shrines of its composer, Johann 
Strauss. : 

The most important memorial to 
Strauss in Vienna, a statue unveiled 
in 1921, stands in the Stadtpark, in 
the heart of the city. The composer 
is represented in gilded bronze, play- 
ing a violin, while behind him rises 
a pergola of white marble from which 
figures in relief seem to break, as if 
from the waves of the Danube, and 
to dance his famous waltz. 

ther Memorials. 

Other parts of Vienna too have 
memorials of the life of Strauss. His 
birthplace is 15 Lerchenfelderstrasse, 
and the cottage in which he com 


his first waltz, at the age of six, 


stands at Salmannsdorf, near the city.. 


There his family used to spend its 
summers, and there his mother took 
down the notes of his first composi- 
tion. 

Even though Johann Strauss showed 
such signe of musical , ability, his 
father, a famous composer of dance 
music, wished him to follow other 
walks of life. Fortunately, however, 
the elder Strauss was too interested 
in his own work to notice what his 
son was doing. Strauss tells that, 
while he and his brother were allowed 
to have music lessons, their father 
though they merely strummed like 
children and therefore did not object. 

Johann Strauss found that he could 
not give up music, as his father de- 
manded. -He wanted to study the vio- 
lin, and to earn money for the lessons, 
he taught two other children to play 
the pianoforte. Then at 19 he finally 
broke away from his father, tried con- 
ducting and was so successful that he 
made music his life work. 

Busy Composing. 

In addition to conducting. Strauss 
had a busy life composing. He wrote 
more than 470 compositions, of which 
nearly 400 were waltzes. The most 
famous of these, “The Blue Danube,” 
he wrote in 1867, taking its title from 
a poem and its melody from a Vien- 
nese folk song. It was an immediate 
success, and has always remained a 
favorite of the Viennese. 

That summer Strauss took his band 
to London, where he introduced “The 
Blue Danube,” and in 1872 he visited 
America, playing in Boston and New 
York. His fame and that of “The 
Blue Danube” had preceded him, and 
in Boston he conducted it with a 
chorus of 20,000 singers and an orches- 
tra of 1,000 musicians. 

The gaicty and charm of Vienna, 
however, always drew Strauss home, 
and after his American tour he re- 
turned here to write his waltzes and 
operettas. Among the shrines of his 
later life that tourists visit are 18 
Maxingstrasse, where he wrote “Die 
Fledermaus,” and 4 Johann Strauss 
Gasse, where he died. Strauss is bur- 
ied in the Central cemetery, which 
also contains the tombs of Beethoven, 
Hugo Wolf, Gluck, Schubert, Lanner 
and Brahms, fi

THE HEADACHE OF ANOXIA. 

All of the effects of inhalation of 
carbon monoxide, whether the vic- 
tim recovers or not: all of the after- 
effects if the victim recovers: and 
all of the effects in cases of slight 
frequent exposure to minute quan- 
tities of carbon monoxide in the air, 
are due to anoxia, oxygen deficit in 
the tissues of the body and in the 
blood (anoxemia is the term referring 
particularly to the lack of oxygen in 
the blood). Carbon monoxide is not 
poisonous and does no harm to the 

y tissues or cells. It merely crowds 
oxygen out, 


The brain and nervous tissues seem 
most sensitive to any degree of anoxia. 

Inhalation of air polluted with a 
very small quantity of carbon mon- 
oxide produces such warning symp- 
toms as these: Tightness across fore- 
head or sensation of a band constrict- 
ing the head, throbbing headache=, 
flushing of skin, feeling of weakness 
in the knees, mental confusion, nau- 
sea, faintness, roaring in ears, per- 
haps vomiting. The victim may still 
have enough sense _to respond to the 
alarm and escape. But if the. polluted 
air is breathed a little longer, the vic- 
tim becomes more confused, unable to 
think clearly, peculiarly helpless, pe

These or other symptoms in men or 
women who are much exposed to an 
atmosphere vitiated by carbon mon- 
oxide cannot :be.positively diagnosed 
as anoxia unless’ test of the blood

There are several 
fairly simple and clinically accurate 
tests. One. is a simple comparison of 
the tint of a greatly diluted solution 
of the patient’s blood with a similar 
solution of normal blood. Normal blood 
greatly diluted is yellow; blood con- 
taining carbon monoxide when simi- 
larly diluted is pink, Inspection of a 
sample of blood with the spectroscope 
confirms the test.

Losses During 1936 Totaled 
Only $2,485, Chief 
Brosnan States. 


ALBANY, Ga., Jan. 1.—(4)—Set- 
ting a new low record for the Ameri- 
cas, Chief D. W. Brosnan and his 
firemen, through an efficient program 
of fire prevention, kept the loss in 
Albany in 1936 to $2,485, or a per 
capita loss of slightly more than 12 
cents, 

The property loss was one-fourth of 
1 per cent of the value of property 
involved in fires, Chief Brosnan said 
in announcing the fire loss for last 
year. 

“The loss this year is in line with 
fire losses in countries in the old 
world where houses are constructed 
of stone and sparsely furnisked,” Chief 
Brosnan stated. 

In 1935 the fire loss was $9,934. The 
year before, 1934, the loss was $4,515. 

“No fire extended from one merran- 
tile establishment to another and no 
two dwellings were burned in any 
single fire, so that record has been 
maintained for more than a quarter 
of a century in Albany,” he added. 
“No person was killed or injured in 
a fire and we maintain our honorable 
record of more than 25 yeafs service 
as head of this department with no 
loss of life or injury to a citizen,”

Fine Salad Oil Made From Pecans,| | 


University Scientists Announce 


Dr. McHatton Says Increase in Nut Crop May Eventually 


Cause Development of New 


Uses in Order To Consume 


Production ; Pecan Meal Seen as Fine Breakfast Food 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 1.—(4)—Uni- 
versity of Georgia scientists announc- 
ed today that oil made from pecans 
makes an -“exceptionally fine salad 
oil,” is satisfactory for. cooking, and 
becomes only slightly rancid after 10 
months exposure to room temperature. 

Dr. T. H. McHatton, head of the 
department of horticulture, said there 
is no immediate commercial interest 
in production of pecan oil and pecan 
meal, but that with a steady increase 
in pecan production in Georgia. it 
will be necessary eventually to find 
new ways of utilizing the crop. 

He said pecan oil does not cloud 
when placed under refrigeration, and 
is not affected by light. 

Even in a crude state, he said, pe- 


can meal probably would make an ex- 


cellent breakfast food and might, with | 


refining, be used in cakes, vookies, 
biscuits and muffins. 

Fifty pounds of pecans should yield 
12 to 12 1-2 pounds of oil or meal, 


and about 25 pounds of shell and 
waste for which it is possible some 
use may be found. 

“The retail price of olive oil in 
quarts is $1.15. That of refined cot- 
tonseed oil is approximately 45 cents 
per quart. 


“If we consider that pecan oil is | 


comparable to olive oil, and if the 
producer can get 25 cents a pint for 
pecan oil, it should equal $3 for 50 


pounds of nuts, or six cents a pound. |. 


This, of course, is a ridiculous price 
for high-grade pecans, but we should 
recognize that seedlings quite often 
sell for prices even lower than this. 

“It is possible that the production 
of oil, the making of meal, and the 
finding of some outlet for the hulls 
and shells of the nut would bring the 
value of the pecan to from 8 to 10 
cents a pound. and that below that 


economical outlets could be found for. 
the by-products, especially if the nuts | 


were not of Jarge size or first grade.”

The declarer chose seven no trump, 
instead of seven clubs, as the final 
contract because he was playing match 
point duplicate in which the honors 
are not counted, and in which, there- 
fore, no trump contracts enjoy a mark- 
ed superiority. Undoubtedly, he fig- 
ured that many teams would reach 
seven clubs and, therefore, decided 
to go out for a “top” by playing at 
no trump. Actually, the hand would 
have played the same at seven clubs. 
Dummy’s spade suit could not have 
been established by ruffing, since it 
had no usable outside entry. 

The opening lead was the diamond 
jack. Dummy and East played low and 
the queen won. A low club was led 
to the ace, and declarer then entered 
his hand with the ace of hearts and 
rattled off six additional club. tricks 
and the diamond queen, 

When declarer laid down the last 
club, West had to find a discard from 
his remaining four cards which were 
the heart king and the jack-9-7 of 
spades. Dummy, at this time, had the 
A-8-6 of spades and the heart queen. 
Obviously, West had to hold on to his 
heart king, and was forced to discard 
a spade. Dummy let go the heart 


good, since West originally had held 
the only adverse stopper.

Government Attempts To 
Rescue Nut. Pickers, But 
~ Days Must Elapse. 


GALLUP, N, M., Jan, 1—(A \—Out 
of the Zuni mountains southwest of 
here stumbled three half-starved In- 
dians late today to report approxi- 
mately 350 Navajos snow bound and 
famished in the rugged country to the 
north. 

ThegIndians reported the Navajos, 
harvesting the last of a bumper pin- 
on crop, were caught in Monday’s 
blizzard and were eating their horses 
to stave off starvation. 

Superintendent E. R. Fryer of the 
Navajo reservation, ordered two truck 
loads of food from Zuni, but it was 
feared they would be unable to break 
through the snow, which drifted eight 
feet deep across the mountain trails. 

A snow plow and three more trucks 
left Gallup tonight, but FEryer esti- 
mated it would be at least two days 
before rescuers could reach the ma- 
rooned groups. 

Bill Cutter, Albuquerque airplane 
pilot was called by Fryer, but cur- 
sory examination of the. terrain be- 
fore darkness failed to reveal the ex- 
act whereabouts of the nut hunters. 

At least five persons were miss- 
ing—two believed certainly dead—on 
the snow-covered plateau of northeast- 
ern Arizona and northwestern New 
Mexico. 

Four of the known missing were 
Navajo Indians, trapped by the snow 
on the bleak, unprotected reaches of 
their vast reservation. 

Hope was virtually abandoned for 
two small Navajo girls as falling 
snow, driven by a high wind, swept 
across the isolated Keams canyon, 
Ariz., region. One hundred and fifty 
Navajo trackers and Indian service 
workers were reported giving up the 
search until the storm abates.

Funeral services for Mrs. Cleve- 
land will be held at 11 o'clock this 
morning in Selma, with the reader of 
the Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
which she was a member, officiating.

Minnesota Expected To 
Have Greatest Team in 
Its History.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—(UP)—The 

University of Minnesota will win the 
mythical national football champion- 
ship of 1937 in a walkaway, and I will 
tell you why. 

That’s jhe way I greet the New 
Year—plunge right into the brand 
new calendar with a way-out-on-the- 
limb prediction in the most uncertain 
of all sports. And then try to sell 
the fans on the idea that [ am right. 

A prediction like this, when the 
New Year is just being born, is posi- 


tive proof that a sports writer never; 


remembers the lamentable lessons of 
the past, and is governed only by the 
enthusiasms of the present. 
That's why sportswriting is such 
a “deadly” occupation. 
THE FACTS. 


But here are the’ facts. Minnesota 
won the national title in 1936, ac- 
cording to a national poll of sports 
writers, despite the Gophers’ defeat 
by Northwestern. Minnesote will have 
a better team in 1937 than last sea- 
son. Minnesota probably will have the 
greatest team in the university’s his- 
tory. 

Other teams may improve in 1937, 
but they are competing against the 
third largest university in America. 
Director of Athletics Frank G. Mc- 
Cormack admits that Minnesota is the 
third largest in enyollment. And he 
is not given to bragging. He says 
Minnesota’s total enrollment is more 
than 14,000. And that 9.500 of this 
number are boys. Only California and 
Columbia have a greater enrollment. 
and neither has a preponderance of 
male students. 

NO COMPETITION. 


Moreover, Minnesota probably is 
the line university of any size in 
its area that attracts the cream of 
athletic talent. It has virtually no 
competition, as far as football .talent 
is concerned, in the north midwest. 
That's why. the Gophers can have 
a first string squad of 78 men, and 
only seven from outside the state. 

What will the grand squad of \J936 
lose through graduation? Only six 
regulars and 15 letter men. Possibly 
two or three of the old letter men 
may be out of play in 1937 because 
of ineligibility, Scholastic standards at 
Minnesota are high, and Bierman says 
the frosh squad of 1936 was not as 
good as usual, ! 

But what will the Gophers have in 
1937? The 1936 sophomore group was 
considerably stronger than the 1935 
sophomore outfit. They have had a 
year of seasoning. Moreover, impor- 
tant ineligibles like Christianson, My- 
ers and Parkinson have made up their 
scholastic standings, and will return 
to play. 

GREATEST BACKS. 

The Gophers probably will have 
their greatest backfield, with Faust, 
Moore, Buhler and Christianson fur- 
nishing the bruising power, and Uram, 
Gmitro, Matheny, Bates and Wrigbton 
providing the speed and elusiveness. 
King and Reed will assure two great 
ends. And what a collection of guards! 
The veteran Bob Weld will be aided 
by Big Olson, who was ill in 1956, 
and the sophomores will rise to their 
full capabilities: Twedell, Bell, Rork, 
Schultz, Lund and Larson. 

The loss of Ed Widseth will be felt 
at tackle. but Johnson, Midler, Kil- 
bourne, Hoel and Levoir will retarn, 
giving at least normal strength there. 
Also Parkinson will rise out of his 
ineligibility, and 225-pound Eldred 
Miller will he seasoned. 

CENTER JOB OPEN. 

The only position undecided upon is 
at center. But it seems that Dan EI- 
mer and John Kulbitski will be sea- 
soned sufficiently for the job. 

he Gophers of 1937 will be the 
heaviest squad Coach Bernie Bier- 
man has had at Minnesota’ also the 
fastest. King and Uram will provide 
excellent kicking. Uram also is a great 
passer, and Moore and Buhler have 
tossing talent. 

This should crvstallize into the 
greatest team in Minnesota’s gridiron 
historv. And that is really something 
to talk abeut.

COLFERS THINK 
14-CLUBLIMIT 
WILL AID GAME 


Greater Skill, Simplify- 
ing of Sport Forecast 
by Many. 


MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 1.—(4)—Golfers 
assembled for the 13th Miami Open 
agreed today, with a few exceptions, 
the 14-club rule which goes into effect 
next year, will improve the game. 

They said the reduced number of 
clubs will bring out greater skill and 
simplify the sport. Some criticized 
the United States Golf Association 
rule, however, on the ground 14 clubs 
will not be sufficient for all courses. 

“I think it’s a good idea,” said Mike 
Turnesa. “I plan to carry about 10 
or 12 clubs in my bag, but won't use 
more than 6 or 7 of them. The more 
clubs a player has in his bag, the more 
he must deliberate before he selects 
one. The fewer the better.” 

TO SPEED PLAY. 

Willie Klein, last year’s winner of 
the open, said “I think it will be a 
good thing for the game because it 
will simplify it and speed up play.” 

“Very much against the rule,” was 
Ralph Stonehouse, who started play 
with 20 clubs in his bag and planned 
to use them all. 

“There are so many different types 
of shots a player should be entitled to 
have an ample number of clubs,” said 
Stonehouse. “How many clubs he will 
require depends on many things, the 
style of the course, the weather, the 
turf and other conditions.” 

Willie MacFarlane said he thought 
it “the best idea in the world. Four- 
teen clubs are ample, but too many go 
out with a small number.” 

LIGHT ON CADDIES. 

“The only advantage I can see in 
the rule is that it will be lighter on 
the caddies,” said Ky Laffoon. “Most 
pros have around 20 clubs. There are 
certain shots which require certain 
clubs, and to reduce the number will 
add one or two points to tournament 
scores. The rule will be bad for golf 
club manufacturers, too.” 

Ray Mangrum said “the rule ought 
not to makeemuch difference. I really 
haven't thought about it very much. 
I'll just take some of the clubs out of 


my bag. 
TWO-SLANT VIEW. 

Bill Mehlhorn offered a two-slanted 
view of the change. “A national cham- 
pionship is a championship of masters. 
If they went down as low as seven 
clubs instead of 14 we'd see the real 
champions come out. The real shot- 
makers come to the fore when the 
assortment of clubs is limited. 

“On the other hand, perhaps a golf- 
er should be allowed to play all the 
clubs he wants to. The more clubs 
there are, the easier it is to make 
low scores.”

(Copyright. 1937, by United Press.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—(UP)—The 
recovery pace which carried 1936 busi- 
ness to the highest average level since 
1930 probably will be extended in 1937 
although possibly at a slower rate. 

Industry's standing as the new year 
begius shows: 

1. Steel production at the highest 
level since 1930 with backlogs suffi- 
cient to carry through the first 
quarter. 

2. Electric power production near 
record levels. 

3. Gasoline consumption around 
record levels. 

4. Railroad earnings for 1936 like- 
ly the best since 1930 with carload- 
ings and passenger traffic increasing. 

5. Automobile production geared on 
a level for the highest on record, even 
exceeding the 5,621,715 produced in 
1929. 

The most serious difficulties are in 
labor disturbances—such as those now 
retarding automobile production—pos- 
sibility of European war, domestic un- 
employment and the unbalanced fed- 
eral budget. European nations all are 
continuing to show progress, but all 
forecasts are hinged on there being no 
war. France faces legislative and 
political difficulties. Germany's in- 
ternal problems of scarcity threaten 
the picture there. But Great Britain 
anticipates further progress in 1937, 
Italy has a mammoth program of trade 
betterment and internal improvement 
while Russia has just about completed 
the second five-year plan, one year 
ahead of time, on the program of self- 
sufficiency. 

Meanwhile. the administration gives 
cheer for 1937 with Secretary of Com- 
merce Daniel C. Roper saying: 

“We may hope that co-operative ef- 
forts of business and government, 
aided by the exténsion of business. im- 
provement, may result during 1937 in 
further material progress toward the 
solution of unemployment situation 
and a resulting alleviation of the con- 
comittant problems of governmental! 
expenditures for relief and of an un- 
balanced budget.”
